A 2-124 vote on the first 
impeachment charge of ASI 
President John Giannom, an 8-5-7 
vote on the second charge, and a 4- 
11-5 vote on the third charge tatled 
to convict the executive during 
Tuesday's third tmpeachment 
hearing at the University Union 

In his bret argument on the first 
charge. prosecutor Clayton Capers 
presented a letter from Giannoni to 
Hornet Editor Dave Miller which 
informed him of his dismissal as 
editor of the paper. Capers charged 
that Giannoni illegally dismissed 
Miller 

Defense Attorney 
foirac refuted the charge on 
grounds that the constitution and 
statutes only apply to a legally ap- 
pointed official and that Miller was 
illegally appointed by the senate 

Statute 101, dated April 7, was 
introduced by Toirac to clarify the 
illegal appointment of Miller. 
Toirac explained that only the 
president has the power to approve 
or disapprove the Campus Media 
Board's recommendation. If he ap- 
proves, the senate has the power of 
confirmation only. Should the 
president reject the recommen- 
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dation, it ts his authority to find 
another candidate 


Capers objected that the statute 
was initiated by the president after 
the impeachment was filed. ASI 
Chair Jim Hollenback 
overruled the objection

Toirac pleaded the president's 
defense on grounds he merely 
placed the media board inactive, 
and therefore did not fire anyone 
nor circumvent any statutes 


The third impeachment charge 
that the president illegally ap- 
pointed a non-student editor, 
Business Manager Darlene Schulz, 
to the editorship was also defeated. 


The defense attorney claimed 
Schulz was never appointed but 
put in the position in an emergency 
situation to provide temporary 
leadership

Senate bills 24 and 25 were also 
approved during the general ses- 
sion. SB 24 calls for an executive 
board representing ali 
organizations and interest groups 
to provide imput on activity 
statutes and to select a member to 
serve as chair. This chair of 
Organizational Affairs shall vote 
on the executive board for student 
services 


SB 25 changes the name of the 
Board of Fiscal Matters to the 
Senate Finance Committee to 
avoid confusion 


A third bill, SB 26, failed in a 6- 
3-2 vote. The iil recommended 
several structural changes of the 
Hornet newspaper. including 
changes in membership, selection 
and control 


English policeman to speak here 


David Powis, deputy assistant 
commissioner of Inspection and

UPC seek $15 million 
cut from bureaucracy 


The state - wide United Profes- 
sors of Califormia (UPC) last 
Wednesday asked a legislative 
committee to cut $15 million from 
California State University and 
Colleges (CSUC) bureaucracy and 
put the money inio teaching 


State - wide UPC President 
Warren Kessler said the . $15 
represented excessive 
management growth

Kessler told an Assembly Ways 
and Means subcommittee last 
week that “singe 1969 our ad- 
ministration has grown at more 
than three times the rate of instruc- 
tlon and twice the rate of en- 
rallment. Fifteen million dollars 


would be saved if administrative 


growth were kept in line with 
faculty growth for that seven year 
period.” 

He said if Cahfornia must limit 
funding for education, the highest 
priority should be on classroom 
‘instruction and libraries, not 
bureaucracy 

Student - teacher contact has 
detenorated by 12.3 per cent and 
administration has gone un- 
checked, according to Kessler 

“The legislature has a golden 
opportunity to improve 
educational quality without ad- 
ditional cost to the taxpaver.” Kes- 
sler said 

\ meeting has been scheduled 
this week to seek Gov. Brown's 
support on the issue 


Anthro prof stresses 
American folklore

As he sat in his office nursing a 
pire. hidden behind thick beard 
and coffee cup. George Rich 
detailed his fascination with 
American folklore 


“When a human is born, he has 
al. instinct to process information 
People cooperate and process in- 
formation as others in their society 
Folklore is the non-tutored means 
of storing information.” 


The CSUS Anthropology As- 
sistant Professor has spent the iast 
10 years exploring the beginnings 
of Native - American culture, and 
its influence on the society he 
shares, with his students. He spent 
18 months with the Washoe In- 
dians, studying myths and legends 
thought to be buried long ago tn 
the forests of Alpine country 


Rich, 31. a by - product of Lan- 
caster. California, on the desolate, 
dry. western fringes of the Mojave 

“In the desert”. he says. “there 
isn’t much to do but drink beer and 


play music.” Drinking beer led to 
hassles with the cops. but trouble 
was limited to pranks, and stunts 
and “friendly competition” 


Music meant a blues-jam group 
called the Omens. where Rich 
played drums behind drop-ins like 
Frank Zappa. and Don Velete of 
Captain Beefheart 

Eventually. Rich left town and 
headed north to look for 
“somepiace™ to live and something 
to interest him. The someplace was 


Sacramento. the something was 
art-history and, later. an- 
thropology 


Getting his Ph.D is a big point 
in Rich's plans for the future. He 
says he now has the chance to begin 
a new project. filming an isolated 
culture on a remote island off the 
coast of Iceland. He wants to start 
playing tennis again. He used to 
play incompetition. He is looking 
torward to spending the summer 
camping with his five-vear-old son 

Education. however. js his bag 
Rich plans to go on teaching and 
learning at CSUS indefinately

After receiving Federal funds 
under Public Law 85 - 926. CSUS 
has approved programs for 
Specialist Credentials in Special 
Education, which includes the 
learning handicapped and the 
severely handicapped 

The credential to teach the lear- 
ning handicapped provides 
program specialization for lear- 


ning disabilities, behavior 
disorders and the educationally 
retarded 

This area was formerly 


designated as educationally han- 
dicapped and or educable men- 
tally retarded 

Ihe severely handicapped 
credential provides specialization 
for the trainable mentally retarded, 
multi handicapped, seriously 
emotionally distrubed and autistic 


Each specialization program 1s 
preceded by a basic generic core, 
which 1s required of all students 

This core is designed to provide 
students with broad exposure to all 


exceptional cases, both during 
course work and field experiences 

The second level of preparation 
is the learning or severely han- 
dicapped = specialization = =com- 
ponent which provides understan- 
dings and competencies related to 
pupil methods of 
instruction, evaluation of pupil 
progress and professional interper- 
sonal relationships 

The total program for each of 
the two specialist credentials will 
require the candidate to meet the 
competencies stated for eight 
courses, totaling 20 semester units, 
plus 12. semester units of student 
teaching over a minimum penod of 
two semesters 

A limited number of scholar- 
ships. carrying a stipend of $1,300 
for the 1976 - 77 academic year, are 
available. Applications for the 
program and intormation = are 
available in the Education Student 
Service Center (ESSC), Ed. 216 

Applications must be received 
in ESSC no later than May 15.

Three professors in the CSUS 
German Classics Russian 
Department have received notable 


study and research awards this 
spring 
Mark T. Riley. associate Latin 


professor, has been awarded a 
$15,000 grant by the National En- 
dowment for the Humanities to 
spend the academic year 1976 - 77 
studving Greek and = Latin 
philosophy at the University of 
Pennsylvania, Philadelphia 

Riley is one of fifteen college 
and university teachers selected 
nationally from more than 750 who 
applied for the grant. He will join 
the other fourteen winners in the 
study of a seminar topic, “The 
Concept of Fate in Early Greek 
Literature.” 

Two professors at CSUS wili 
spend this summer studying ab- 
road. 

Ronald Breininger, assistant 
Russian professor, will study for 10 


weeks at the Moscow State Univer- 


-sity in the Lenin Hills of Moscow 


under an all - expense grant ad- 
ministered by the International

The 10 - week study program is 
being” co sponsored by the 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities, the Ford Foundation,

Thirty - five Russian language 
teachers will be studying in the

William Sullivan, assistant Ger- 
man professor will spend the 
summer studying at the Goethe 
Institutes in Goettingen and West 
Berlin, West Germany 

He is one of twenty - five college 
and university level teachers who 
will be spending the summer in 
West Germany through the

Indian activist speaks 





Indian histor 


Lee Brightman. Indian activist. 
historan and tormer CSUS 
instructor. spoke Thursday, April 
29 in the Union 
Redwood Room 


University 


Brightman was asked to speak 
on the Bicentennial and set the tone 
by calling it “200 years of racial oc- 
cupation.” 


He unleashed a torrent of in- 
formation not commonly tound in 
the history books. “The Cahforma 
Indians sulfered more than any 
other racial group inthe world.” At 
one time these native Californians 
were hunted and killed by groups 
of miners and settlers. “And the 
United States Government reim- 
bursed the State of Cahfornia 
$924,000 tor the killing of those In- 


dians.” 


Brightman told of the abundant 
help that the t.S. Army had 
received from Indians throughout 
this nation’s many wars 


“Sixteen thousand Indians died 
in WW I 
other race per capita” 


That's more than any 
For their 
help. Indians were given citizen- 
ship in 1924 


At the end of the Civil War, Eh 
Parker was the only man educated 
enough in the Lmon Army. to 
write the terms of surrender. He 
later became the first Indian to 
become the Commissioner ot the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs 


Later, when the government 
renigged on promised food for 
some starving people. Parker 


bought the needed supphes and 
charged it to the government 
Parker was later impeached tor this 
act. He beat the 


impeachment and then resigned in

\iter the massacre at Wounded 
Knee Creek in [890.4 bill was in- 
troduced in Congress to provide 
monetary compensation for 
relatives of slain Indians. The US 
Army. who awarded 28 Congres- 
sional Medals of Honor to the 
troops of the 7th Cavalry, tor their 
part in the action, tought against 
this compensation and won 

Only a tew months ago, a bill 
was reintroduced providing 
compensation to descendants of 
the dead. Again the Army lobbied 
against the compensation and won
